successor in rackets to Al Capone, fell 
heir today to the Capone fate as weil 
and was sentenced to prison on his 
plea of guilty to a charge that he 
dodged his ineome tax bill. 

Business genius of the gang that 
was wrapping its tentacles around the 
profits of bootleg liquor, cleaning and 
dyeing. linen © supplies, laundries, 
teamsters’ unions and bottled bever- 
age trades in the latter days of Al- 
phonse “Scarface” Capone. Humphreys 
came home-nfter 16 months in hiding 
and took what he knew was coming. 

Agents of the internal revenue 


‘bureau met him at the Inriana state 


line and escorted him to the federal 
court house. 
Pleads Guilty. 

He was led before Federal Judge 
Charles EK. Woodward and immediately 
entered a plea of guilty to the indict- 
ment returned in June, 1933, charging 
that he tried to evade $23,190 taxes on 
an income ‘totaling $169,561 for the 
three years ended in 1932. 

Edwin Hess, the attorney through 
whom he had arranged to surrender, 
pleaded for leniency. Judge Woodward 
ordered Humphreys to Leavenworth 
penitentiary for 18 months and fined 
him $5,000. He will have to pay his 
delinquent tax and interest besides. 

Thus the government transferred 
another big name from the list of pub- 
lic enemies tuo the roster of federal 
prisoners. 

Only Grave Charge. 

Humphreys was already away on 
his voluntary vacation when the fed- 


eral grand jury indicted him 16 months 


ago. Besides that indictment—the

THOMASVILLE, Ga., Oct. 
(P)—City Court Judge Roscoe Luke, 
a former member of the state court 
of appeals, today was acquitted by 
a superior court jury of the murder 
of his former business associate and 
“best. friend,” Oscar Groover. 

Only one ballot was taken. The 
jury actually deliberated about 5 
minutes, although it was 2 hours and 
15 minutes after they received the 
case before the verdict was ane 
nounced. In the meantime they were 
taken to lunch. The verdict was made 
publie at 2:55 p. m., eastern stand- 
ard time. 

Friends Shake Hands. .~— 

Many friends rushed to shaké hands 
of the judge. In a shaking voice, 
the judge said: 

“T have always had an_ abiding 
faith in the integrity of the man- 
hood of our country and of our 
courts.” 

He left shortly afterward for his 
home. 

A coroner's jury, the day after 
Groover was killed while sitting in 
Judge Luke's automobile, returned a 
verdict of accidental death. 

The judge throughout has contend- 
ed death was accidental. The shoot- 
ing occurred here May 20. When the 
gun, a short shotgun with pistol 
bandle, which the judge said he was 
moving from the front to the rear 
of the car, discharged, Judge Luke 
exclaimed, “I have accidentally shot 
my best friend.” He made an un- 
sworn statement to the jury. 

Judge Juke went on trial Wednes- 
day morning. 

The state claimed Groover, former 
secretary and treasurer of a build- 
ing and Joan association headed by 
Judge Luke, -vas the only person 
knowing about Luke's handling of af- 
fairs of the association and that 
Luke wanted to get him out of the 
way.

35 000 Relief Families in Georgia 


Raise Vegetables 


Worth $550,000 


Bpeing, pee summer gardens in Geor- 
gia of 35,000 families on relief rolls 
»rroduced food with a net cash value of 


Miss. Gay B. Shepperson, state re- 
lief administrator for the federal gov- 
erpment, Friday announced the cost 
of the gardens, including seed, fertil- 
izer, poison for insects and parasites 
and supervision ran $106,000 for the 
35.000 gardens. 

The spring planting included some 
22 varieties of vegetables. The basis 
of the cash value was at four cents 
per pound, exclusive of heavy com- 
modities such as sweet’ potatoes and 
cabbage. 


Miss Shepperson said the _ social 
value of the project was teaching hun- 
dreds to work for themselves and 
pointed the way to ultimate rehabili- 
tation for others and also provided 
a focal point of interest for entire 
families, who previously had known 
nothing but despair and insecurity. 

The administrator. said a winter 
garden program, based on the previous 
experience of the administration, is 
now being sponsored in every county 
in the state. 

The spring gardens, Miss Shepper- 
son said, were started last spring as 
a means of improving the diet and in- 
creasing the food supply of Georgia's 
relief families. Families were encour- 
aged to plant and cultivate gardens 
and the success of the growing of 
vegetables was even more productive 
than the administration anticipated. 

“It was found,” Miss Shepperson 
said, “that the Georgia relief family 
wanted to work. Backyards and va- 
eant lots for the city dwellers and 
idle lands at the disposal of rural 
families, were at once turned into 
productive spots by the families them- 
selves, 

“The aged as well as the young 


on relief rolls joined hands with the 
relief workers in the state-wide effort 
to grow food for the often-times hun- 
gry and undernourished clients of this 
state. Federal funds would not sup- 
ply food in sufficient quantity and 
variety to feed all who needed food. 

“The program was not undertaken 
on an expensive basis. But one head 
of a family wrote: ‘We have eaten 
two meals each day from our garden, 
guve our neighbors all they could eat 
and have canned 26 quarts of beans. 
We will can as many more beans and 
tomatoes, if we can get the cans. We 
have six gallons of kraut.’” 

Miss Shepperson said that on in- 
vestigation it was found this family 
had been furnished only 65 cents’ 
worth of seed by the county admin- 
istrator. The man was “73 years 
young.” as he expressed it and his 
wife “70 years young.” 

This case, she said, was typical of 
several others,

CUT IN CORN ACREAGE 
10) BE REDUCED 90 PCT. 


Reduction in Hogs Is Ex- 
pected To Be 5 to 10 
Per Cent. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26—(/)— 
The AAA is expected to seek only 
half as large a cut in next year’s corn 
acreage as it did this year. 

The farm administration arranged 
today to submit next year’s contract 
to farmers within two weeks. The 
compact, it was learned, will require 
signers to cut corn plantings.10 to 15 
per cent below the 1932-33 base acre- 
age of 105,500,000. This compares 
with the 20-30 per cent cut asked this 
year. 

The cut in hogs is expected to be 
between 5 and 10 per cent, compared 
to this year’s 20 to 25. Most attention 
ig paid to corn curtailment. Hog 
numbers are already low, and officials 
believe they can be governed by feed 
control. 

Should an overwhelming majority of 
farmers sign next year’s corn con- 
tracts. and some officials predict they 
will, expectations are that acreage will 


be reduced to between 90,000,000 and 
94,000,000. Production, assuming an 
average yield.of about 25 bushels an 
acre, would be between 2,250,000, 
and 2,.330.000,000 bushels, compared 
with the average of 2,600,000,000.

Sept. Farm Income

Gains $81,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—()— 
Cash income of farmers from all 
sources during September was report- 
el today by the bureau of agricultural 
$662,000, - 
000, an increase of $81,000,000 over 
August and $108,000,000 over Septem- 
ber, 1933. 


September income was divided as 
follows: $586.000.000 from the sale 
of farm products and $76,000.000 from 
AAA benefit payments and govern- 
ment purchases of cattle and sheep in 
drouth areas. 

Farm ineome for the first nine 
months of the year was reported to 


‘have totaled $4,313.000,000 compared 


with &3.479,000,000 during the cor- 


responding period last year, an in- 
crease of $834,000,000.

Importance of Speed. 

Stressing the proposal for construc- | 
tion of commercial airships, the wit- 
ness said, “the speed of the airship 
in the transport of passengers, mail and 
express, would be of great economic’ 
importance to this country in our 
foreign commerce.” 

The commission, which was named 
by President Roosevelt to recommend 
to congress not later than February 1. 
next a definite governmental policy 
on aviation, both commercial and mil- 
itary. also heard representatives from 
chambers of commerce of San Diego, 
Oakland, Sacramento, Seattle, Bakers- 
field, Denver, Kansas City and Tulsa. 

Practically all of the city repre- 
sentatives joined in a recommenda- 
tion for the establishment of some 
permanent government commission 
with control over civil flying activi- 
ties. 

Views of the Pacifie coast cities 
on the proposed amendment of the 
Black-McKellar act to permit contin- 
ued operation of the Pacific coastal 
route by Usited Air Lines were re- 
flected in the statements of Edwin 
Wileox and Leroy Goodrich, of Oak-

Only Eligible Operator. 

“There is not at present any other 
operator serving the Pacific coast ter- 
ritory equipped to he capable of per- 
forming this service except the op- 
erator of another’ transcontinental 
route, which likewise is barred from 


under provisions of the act,” the two 
Oakland representatives said in briefs 
read to the commission. 

“If the provisions of the air mail 
act here under discussion are permit- 
ted to become effective. the Pacific 
coast will be deprived of existing ef- 
ficient and dependable coastwise mail- 
passenger plane service. New com- 
panies with hastily acquired equip- 
ment and inexperienced pilots § and 
crew will be drawn upon to take over 
the coast air mail route with inev- 
itable confusion. delays and almost 
certain loss of life and mail.” 

Making the same appeal. for revi- 
sion of the act, Arthur S. Dudley, of 
the Sacramento Chamber of Com- 
merce, said: “A new contractor 
could not hope, even after months of 
operation, to gain the present volume 
of express and passenger’ business 
now enjoyed by the nresent Pacific 
t operating organization.” 

Called “Injustice.” 

Chairman Howell. while making it 
plain he was not attempting to speak 
for the rest of the commission, told 
Mr. Dudley he felt the act permitted 
an injustice in prohibiting transcon- 
tinental lines from holding a contract 
for the coastal service. 

R. D. Garrett, representing the 
Kansas City Chamber of Commerce, 
made the following recommendations 
to the commission: 

1. Unified control of military avia- 
tion. 

2. Reorganization of flying clubs 
under government auspices and  in- 
structions by army officers. 

3. Co-ordination of all civil avia- 
tion activities under one governmental 
commission. 

4. Adoption of federal program for 
development and maintenance of air- 
ports and airways. 

5. Government encouragement to 
program of aeronautical instruction 
in colleges and universities. 

6. Expansion of government 
gram for aviation research. 

7. Adoption of program of national | 
air defense. 

Program Indorsed. 

Indorsing the program recommend- | 
ed by the Kansas City man, George | 
Collison, manager of the Denver, 
Chamber of Commerce, urged re-es- | 
tablishment of the air mail route be-| 
tween Denver and Kansas City, which 
was discontinued after the cancella- 
tion of air mail contracts. | 

William Holden, appearing as a rep- 
resentative of the Tulsa Chamber of 
Commerce, criticized the present sys- 
tem of bidding on air mail contracts, 
declaring that many of the companies 
are forced to sacrifice something in 
equipment to make up for the loss in 
revenue suffered from rates incorpo- 
rated in low bids filed to make cer- 
tain of regaining their old contracts. 

Other witnesses heard Friday in- 
eluded T. F. Bomar, of the Sau Diego 
Chamber of Commerce; L. 8. Meln- 
tyre, of the Seattle Chamber of Com- 
merce, and E. J. Symmes, of the Ba- 
kersfield Chamber of Commerce.

Take a few of these fellows as in- 
dividuals, The barn-owl, for example. 
Here is the perfect example of a 
friendly cuss. He has a nice face. 
Affection fairly radiates from his 
great dark eyes, yet he is called— 
spare the mark!—the monkey-faced 
owl. Is that any way to treat a 
friend? I think not. Yet the name 
stands. His colors are beautiful, the 
feathers about the face are models 
of decorum, for they stay in their 
places regardless of what happens. 
He is the most amiable owl I know, 
provided you do not interfere with 
his personal liberty. Then he is all 
too willing to demonstrate the pow- 


ers of that excellent beak of his. 

Then there is the great horned owl. 
Instead of the dark eyes of the barn 
owl, here we have glaring, yellow 
eyes, in. which black pupils stand 
out with dreadful intensity. He looks 
like what he is; a blood-thirsty ma- 
rauding night pirate. Not an owl to 
be caressed. Have you ever seen one 
ruffle his feathers and hiss at you, 
ending the hiss in a rapid clicking 
of the bill? Go back several years 
and read Ben Ames Williams’ splen- 
did novel, “Paschal’s Mill.” There 
you will find a true characterization 
of the great horned owl. You may 
have all of them I get.

SPREADS IN AUSTRIA 


'Schuschnigg Orders Regula- 
tion of Tax Rights of 
State, Cities. 


VIENNA, Oct. 26.—(4)—Political 
tensity throughout Austria, bringing 
direct forecasts of new civil strife, 
increased tonight as the government 
proclaimed new legislation regulating 
taxation rights of the federal, provin- 
cial and municipal governments. 

Facing renewed activity by social- 
ists, communists and nazis and anx- 
ious over conflict between Austria's 
two “private” armies, Chancellor Kurt 
Schuschnigg’s cabinet nevertheless 
stirred up an old hornets’ nest by 
taking from the provinces and munici- 
palities their right to share in taxes 
collected in Vienna. 

Veteran political observers, declar- 
ing tensity greater than that of July 
when nazi rebels assassinated Chan-

Come with me to the sweltering bencaes of the 
Georgia stadium, newly dedicated to Dr. S. V. Sanford, 
who has just left the field carrying a loving cup present- 
ed by his fond and admiring alumni. 

There is a great perspiring mob there, lured by the appear- 
ance of Yale—the first time Yale has ever been south. 

Yale—for decades synonymous with football—had 
come down. 

Over in a corner are Harry Mehre’s lambs—about to be led 
forth to the slaughter—sacrifices on the altar of glory. 

The whistle shrills and the Georgia boys, most of 
them sophomores from the red clay hills of their native 
state, surge down the field.

Clark Griffith, master trader of the 
big- leagues, jingled between $125,000 
and $250,000 in his jeans today—a 
result of baseball's biggest swap in 
years—and Jooked for a pitcher and 
perhaps an infielder to buy with his 
surplus cash. 


The gray-haired president of the 
Washington American league club 
sold his young two-year manager, 
Joseph Cronin, to the Boston Red 
Sox for a huge but unannounced 
sum and arranged the deal so that 
Cronin, who recently married Grif- 
fith’s adopted daughter, would be 
playing manager of Boston under a 
five-year contract. 


The price Griffith got for Cronin 
was variously estimated here from 
$125,000 to $250.000. The Washing- 
ton Star said the price was twice 
as much as Colonel Jake Rupper paid 
for Babe Ruth in 1919—$125,000. 
But to all questions Griffith would 
savy only that Cronin brought more 
than any other player in the history 
of the game. 


NEEDS MANAGER. 


By the sale, however, Griffith 
knocked a huge hole in his infield 
and brought down upon himself the 
problem of selecting another man- 
ager for his Nationals. 


Although he got Lynford Lary, the 
Boston shortstop, in the trade, and 
may use him, baseball experts here 
rather expect Griffith to use Lary in 
another swap that will bring a 
stronger player to the Senators. 

Listening to Griffith. the Senators’ 
eatching department and the outfield 
already are formidable enough. The 
“old fox” concedes, however, that he 
is in the market for a top-notch pitch- 
er or two and may need a first base- 
man if Joe Kuhel. who was out part 
of last season with a broken ankle, 
fails to regain his past form. 

“T have no definite plans now re- 
garding other deals or as to who will 
be manager next year.” Griffith said 
today. “The Cronin deal has come 
abont so suddenly that it has left 
me without any immediate ideas.”

EX-ATLANTA MINISTER 
THREATENED AT TAMPA 


Rev. Homer Thompson Gets 
Letter From ‘Gang’ for 
Stand Against Gambling. 


TAMPA, Fla., Oct. 26.—(4)—The 

ev. Homer Thompson, formerly of 
Atlanta, pastor of the Hyde Park 
Methodist church here, turned over to 
postal authorities today a letter 
threatening “tar and feathers” for his 
stand on gambling. 

The pastor complained to Sheriff 
W. C. Spencer this week that a 
gambling club was being operated out- 
side the city where high school pupils 
were permitted to play. The place 
later was closed. 

The letter to him, written in pencil 
on a telegram blank, said: 

“See you can 
business but have to stick your nose 
where it does not belong. You better 
take care of church and let other 
things alone. Next time you meddle 
in gambling things and if we hear 
more in paper 
it will be just too bad for you as you 
cae look fine in tar and feathers.” 

The letter was signed, “The Gang.” 

“If the underworld intends this as 
a challenge, I accept,” the pastor said 
in a statement tonight. “I may go 
down, but never back. I am not in- 
viting gun play, but when the under- 
world is ready, let it blaze away.”
